At the regular monthly meeting of 
tholedlcal Society "last 'evening there 
were present Professor Brower of Chi- 
cago, Major Wood of Bucna Vista hos- 
pital, Drs. Mooro and Williams of 
HI-l- o, 
Dr. Rhodes 
of Ewa, 
Dr. Camp, 
a 
visiting physician, Dr. Yule, assistant 
physician at Buena 
Vista, Dr. 'Buffan, 
a Chicago oculist of nolo who Is tour- 
ing the Islands, 
and 
Drs. 
Hoffman, 
Alvarez, 
C. 
B. 
Wood, 
Myers, 
Humphrls, Sloggett, 
Garvin, Howard, 
Cleveland 
and Cooper 
of 
the 
local 
medical fraternity. 
Dr. C. B. Cooper occupied 
the chair 
and Dr. Garvin was secretary. 
In calling the meeting to order 
Dr. 
Cooper stated that It had been intend 
ed to have a 
discussion 
on bubonic 
plague, 
but unfortunately 
Dr. Wood, 
who was to have read a paper thereon, 
had been away and Dr. Day, who was 
to have also assisted in the discussion, 
had been too busy to prepare his data. 
Under these circumstances tho discus- 
sion would have to be postponed 
until 
tho next meeting. 
Ho regretted also 
to announce the unavoidable absence 
of Dr. Senn. 
Dr. Brower, 
however, 
a 
specialist on nervous diseases and 
In- 
sanity, was present and would make a 
few remarks which ho was sure would 
bo listened to both with Interest 
and 
profit. 
Dr. Brower spoke first of his visit to 
tho local Insane asylum in company 
with Dr. Humphrls, and said it was tho 
best Institution 
of tho 
kind ho had 
ever visited. 
Ho was greatly 
pleased 
with tho out-do- 
system of treatment, 
tho keeping of patients 
in tho 
fresh 
air all day and the marked absence of 
all personal restraint. 
This system he 
was sure- - possessed a very marked ad- 
vantage over that of most Eastern cit 
ies, 
wncre 
closo connnement for 
a 
part of the year at least Is necessary. 
Ho also spoke very highly of the phy- 
sicians and others 
In charge of 
the 
asylum and the excellent work 
being 
carried on for tho benefit 
of the 
in- 
sane. 
Dr. Brower then took 
up tho ques- 
tion of Insanity In 
its various forms 
and spoke 
particularly 
of 
Insanity 
among tho Hawallans. 
He had 
no- 
ticed that while in nil countries 
tho 
samo causes produced 
Insanity, among 
tho natives of these Islands it mani- 
fested Itself differently; there were not 
the same 
violent 
types, or 
effects, 
which he attributed 
to tho quiet, easy 
and docile nature of the race. 
The great specialist then branched 
off to another subject: 
"Every doctor should have a fad of 
some kind," said he, "something 
to 
which 
he can devoto 
his sparo 
mo- 
ments and as a relaxation 
from 
the 
cares Incidental 
to 
tho 
profession. 
Now, my own personal fud 
1b criminol- 
ogy, and I have long mado a study of 
tho criminal 
viewed 
from 
a medical 
standpoint. 
With this fad in view 
I 
of course visited 
Oahu 
prison 
and 
studied Its inmates. 
A perusal of the 
rcportB of your Attorney Genoral tolls 
mo that crime is on tho Increase here 
as It 
Is in the United 
States. 
Now, 
thcro must bo a way devised 
to 
stop 
this Increase 
this continual 
Increase 
of crime, and I bellevo tho only way Is 
to viow it rrom 
tho 
purely medical 
standpoint. 
Mind 
you, 
I do not for 
one moment decry tho work either of 
tno Church or tho State, but

and 
fraudulently held out to defendant1 ns

veyed to 'him for the purposo 
of rais- 
ing nnd cultivating coffee trees there- 
on, nnd to Incrcaso 
the yield and out- 
put of tho Kllauea 
Coffeo 
Company, 
whereof plaintiff and others woro then 
tho owners. 
That a groat advantage 
would have accrued to defendant from 
the cultivation 
of the coffeo on 
said 
laud, which lies contiguously 
to

Japan is now by the voluntary act 
of civilized .nations, 
placed on the com- 
mon footing of all nations. 
The ar- 
bitrary, despotic and, in many respects, 
tho unjustifiable power assumed over 
Japan by the foreign nations for near- 
ly forty years,, ,gavo way 
to an ack- 
nowledgment 
of 
International rights. 
During these years even tho most con- 
servative Ainerlcans have made no pro- 
test against thi 
desiiotic 
act 
of 
tho 
Federal government, an act entirely 
contrary to tho 
spirit 
of 
American 
polltlcnl thought'. 
The nation has been 
doing 
for these many years In Japan 
Just what it Is now. doing in Luzon, 
dictating to an alien people what they 
should 
do. 
' 
There Is'jilueh misgiving ns to tho 
conduct of the Japanese, under tho new 
condition pf affairs. 
The old European 
residents predict that they 
will 
con 
stantly db'hdts of injustice to foreign- 
ers, and diwe will 
bo 
no 
practical 
remedy 
fof any wrong done. 
We cannot, expect tho Japanese to 
change at onfe their racial methods of 
dealing 
with 
offenders. 
Wo 
refuse 
ourselves to abolish absurdities 
In the 
administration 
of our own laws tow- 
ards ourselves and other nations, and 
yet 
wo demand 
that 'tho 
Japanese 
should 
be 
measured 
by tho 
highest 
standards of tho world. 
Besides, there

a strong feeling among those who 
aro subjects of powerful 
notions that 
they may 'Impose! on tho Japanese 
In 
many w.iyk especially in minor 
mnt-ter- s. 
It litis been

The outside dimensions of the building 
will bo 4B.6 by 45 feet. 
The foundation 
piers aro of stone, 
but 
tho 
building 
itself will be constructed of wood. As 
shown In the cut it will 
bo of one 
story, raised about three feet from the 
ground. 
A flight of four steps takes the 
vis- 
itor to a front porch 9 by 25 feet, from 
Which large doors open directly 
Into 
the 
meeting 
or 
general 
assembly 
room. 
This Is situated to tho left of 
the building and Is 21 feet In width 
by 29 feet 6 Inches 
In length. 
Con- 
nected with this by large folding doors 
is the library 
on 
tho right, 
16 by 
21 
feet in dimensions. 
Tho 
ceilings 
of 
these two rooms nro thirteen feet high. 
In the rear of tho library Is tho bil- 
liard room 
18 by 24 feet In slzo, and 
In the rear of the meeting room 
but 
separated from It in an angle Is 
tho 
game 
room, 
14 by 
18 feet. 
Still 
fur- 
ther In the rear of tho bllllnrd room 
nre a commodious 
kitchen, bathroom 
and toilet accessories. 
Tho ceilings of 
these smaller rooms aro ten feet high. 
Tho walls aro of matched plno 
sur- 
faced on both 
sides. 
Tho library nnd 
meeting room will bo finished 
In nat- 
ural colors, 
but tho other rooms

Dan I.ogau, secretary of the Hawaii- 
an Commission 
to the Omaha 
Exposi- 
tion, has been Interviewed by tho Oma- 
ha Bee on affairs l'n the Islands, 
nnd 
this Is what he had to say: 
"The llawnllans 
will prpbably, as a 
general thing," said Mr. 
I.ogau, 
"ac- 
cept the situation 
when 
tho 
United 
States Congress 
gives a new form 
of 
government 
to tho Islands. 
With 
a 
few exceptions, 
mainly composed 
of 


office-holde- 
rs 
.and 
employees 
of 
the 
Government, the 
natives 
have until 
now refused to take part In public 
whllo those whom they blnmo for 
the loss 
of their country's 
Independ- 
ence, as they call It, hold power. 
This 
attitude 
was very 
pronounced 
when 
registration 
was going ahead lately for 
a general election, which, 
under 
the 
laws of tho Republic 
of Hawaii, would 
have come due next autumn. 
No pub- 
lic money 
may 
be 
expended 
without 
legislative nttthorlty, nnd, In tho event 
of Congress falling to pass tho Hawaii- 
an Territorial bill the coming session a 
deadlock 
would certainly ensuu 
In all 
public business of tho Islands if a new 
Legislature had not In tho meantime 
been elected. 
President McKlnley, 
you 
may havo read, ordered President Dole 
to call off 
the 
local 
election, giving 
Ftrong assuranco in a confidential 
noto 
that the Hawaiian bill would pass 
at 
the ensuing session of Congress. 
"Bcforo 
tho election was stopped, ns 
I was going to sny, It was proved that 
the great bulk of the natives were 
go- 
ing to disfranchise themselves by 
ne- 
glecting to register. 
Some 
of 
their 
most Influential leaders urged them in 
vain to grasp the franchise 
so 
that 
they could vote out of power those who 
had overthrown 
tho 
monarchy, 
not 
with any Idea that they could restore 
the old form of government, but just 
to show their strength and have a lit- 
tle quiet revenge. 
"I havo 
no doubt that, after United 
States laws nro given equal sway with 
the United States flag over the group 
the natives will generally avail 
thorn-t-elv- 
es 
of tho privileges 
of American 
citizenship, cnrrylng, of course, 
their 
due share in the government of 
their 
own country. 
"Tho people as a wholo desire an end 
to tho present anomalous state' of af- 
fairs. It occasions great confusion. 
Our 
Jury system, for instance, is different. 
We require simply tho voto of three-- 
quarters of the jury 
to 
condemn 
,ti 
man, where you require n full agree 
ment. Just now there nre a dorcn or 
more cases 
In the Supreme Court ns a 
result of the conflict 
of the two sets 
of laws. 
'JTho country has taken a new start 
Mnce the united states took hold. 
ScV' 
eral heavy Investments havo 
been 
re 
corded, 
and enterprises 
Involving the 
expenditure of $20,000,000 
havo been set 
on foot. 
A big railroad Is in process of 
construction through 
the
